Nationwide Bargaining 
If the angry search for whipping boy s in 
the steel ind u stry seizu re cooled off, it wou ld 
be ev id ent that the real cu lprit is the growth 
of ind u stry -wid e bargaining. 
When ind u strial clashes become nationwid e 
in scope, the penalty for a d ead lock becomes 
nationwid e, too. It is all v ery well to blame 
Presid ent Tru man for seizing the entire steel 
ind u stry to appease a labor u nion. Bu t if a steel 
strike had materialized , Mr. Tru man now wou ld 
be u nd er strong pressu re to d o ex actly what 
he d id . 
The ind u stry -wid e pattern is not pecu liar 
to the steel ind u stry . Employ ers in the coal 
ind u stry , confronted with the same problem 
of nationwid e bargaining, now are combining 
their bargaining power to offset the power of 
United Mine Workers. 
In the telephone ind u stry , the effect of 
Statewid e settlements can be nu llified by picket 
lines maintained by Western Electric employ es, 
bargaining with their employ er on a 43-state 
basis. 
A nationwid e d ead lock in the oil ind u stry 
Ss being v iewed as a possibility . The railroad 
ind u stry , of cou rse, is alread y operating u nd er 
gov ernment seizu re. 
Whatev er errors may hav e been mad e in 
the steel-ind u stry negotiations, the real sou rce 
of the trou ble which led to gov ernment seizu re 
was ind u stry -wid e bargaining, with the fed eral 
gov ernment refereeing the match. That is more 
responsibility than ev er shou ld be giv en to 
people who are incapable of impartiality . 
Unionists who think It's fine when the gov ­ 
ernment is partial to them will d o well to 
remember the gov ernment might be partial 
to m anagem ent sometime —and the shoe 
then. 
wou ld be on the other foot. 


When The Floods Subside 
There will follow in the wake of the newest 
flood s on the Missou ri an insistent d emand for 
hu ge fed eral appropriations to control this 
rampaging riv er. 
The proposed Missou ri Valley Ad ministra­ 
tion will hav e a new lease on life. So will the 
pu blic power bloc which is backing the pro­ 
posal. Ev ery thing possible will be d one to 
capitalize on sy mpathy for the flood v ictims. 
Flood d isasters in the v alley of the Missou ri 
are not, howev er, an ex cu se to lau nch another 
project in the nationalization of resou rces in a 
riv er v alley . Flood control, which is a cau se 
with a good name, shou ld not get mix ed u p with 
v alley control, which is something else entirely . 
It is u nlikely that flood control ev er can be 
achiev ed in the v alley of the Missou ri any more 
than it has been achiev ed in the v alley of the 
Mississippi. The potential red u ction in flood 
d amage which might be achiev ed by enormou s 
pu blic ex pend itu res wou ld be a d u biou s gain. 
That will not keep the MV A promoters from 
rising to the occasion. In d u e time, Mr. Tru man 
will make his cu stomary inspection of d amage 
and soon thereafter may be ex pected to recom­ 
mend an early beginning on another mu lti- 
billion-d ollar v alley project. 


We W ill Look Us Over! 
Since the pu rpose of any thing ou t of the 
ord inary which the Department of Ju stice 
may d o to track d own corru ption is to re­ 
establish confid ence in this key agency , the 
new head of the d epartment has a ticklish 
pu blic relations job on his hand s from the 
v ery beginning. 
James P. McGranery , nominated to su c­ 
ceed J. Howard McGrath in the job, is off 
to a bad start. His own q u alifications are 
going to be combed ov er in Congress be­ 
cau se his record su ggests that he may hav e 
contribu ted to some of the things which has 
pu t the Department of Ju stice on the d e­ 
fensiv e. 
As an assistant attorney general, before 
he was giv en a fed eral ju d geship, McGran­ 
ery acted in a manner which su ggested that 
he might hav e been lu kewarm abou t the 
notoriou s Amerasia case. His appointment 
to the fed eral ju d iciary fu rther su ggested 
that this might hav e been a reward for his 
hand ling of that case. 
His prompt d eclaration that ev ery thing 
Newbold Morris had started wou ld be wiped 
ou t su ggests that the lather’s real offense. 
as far as McGrath was concerned , might 
hav e been ov er-zealou sness. One of the re­ 
alities of gov ernment in these trou bled d ay s 
is the fact the Department of Ju stice has 
been d eeply inv olv ed in partisan politics. 
The pu blic has confid ence in J. Ed gar 
hoov er, chief of the Fed eral Bu reau of In­ 
v estigation, which McGranery say s will d o 
;he spad ework for whatev er fu rther inv es- 
ligation he might ord er. Bu t the FBI is mi­ 
ler McGranery ’s au thority . It cannot make 
mown any o f its find ings withou t his co n ­ 
ten t.

Truman's Blunder Can Not Get It Back 


Enou gh steel to take care of the 
school-bu ild ing program of the na­ 
tion for nine months was wasted 
by the d ilatoriness of Presid ent 
Tru man in failing to u tilize the 
Taft-Hartley Act to prev ent a clos­ 
ing d own of the steel mills last 
week. 
Annou ncement has been mad e 
by the American Iron and Steel 
Institu te that last week the total 
loss of steel d u e to the banking of 
fu rnaces in anticipation of the 
strike amou nted to 8 26,000 tons. 
Bu t to this mu st now be ad d ed the 
loss d u ring this cu rrent week of 
an ad d itional 112,000 tons in get­ 
ting back to normal operations. In 
ail a total of 938 ,000 tons of pro­ 
d u ction will hav e been lost. 
Ju st what su ch an amou nt of 
steel means can be better u nd er­ 
stood when it is consid ered that the 
lost 
represents 
the 
eq u iv alent 
amou nt of steel need ed for abou t 
7,000,000 refrigerators or 800,000 
farm tractors or 340,000 au tomo­ 
biles or 144,000 mod ern six -room 
hou ses or 26,000 railroad freight 
cars. 


VMM • 
BUT NOWADAYS, when steel Is 
rationed and the au to ind u stry gets 
abou t 20 per cent of the av ailable 
steel, it means that abou t 90,000 
fewer cars will be bu ilt. There is 
no way that the loss can be mad e 
u p becau se the steell mills are 
su pposed to operate at fu ll capacity 
all the time now in ord er to meet 
the d emand . 
Approx imately 1,000,000 tons of 
steel is a lot of steel. Great Brit­ 
ain sent Prime Minister Chu rch­ 
ill here a few weeks ago to petition 
for 1,000,000 tons to help the en­ 
tire British economy . 
The enormity of Presid ent Tru ­ 
man’s blu nd er, therefore, now can 
be measu red in concrete terms. 
Mr. Tru man knew that the CIO 
u nion was going to call a strike. 
He knew also that the steel com­ 
panies weren’t going to agree to 
the d emand s mad e u pon them with­ 
ou t some increase in price to com­ 
pensate for their ad d ed casts. The 
Presid ent say s that the CIO u nion 
had alread y waited 99 d ay s for a 
rettlement. Bu t the law which Con­ 
gress gav e the Presid ent for ju st 
su ch emergencies allowed 80 d ay s 
d u ring which there cou ld n’t be a 
strike. It was the Presid ent’s d u ty 
to conserv e the steel. He told the 
American people in his rad io ad ­ 
d ress Tu esd ay night of last week 
that the reason he d id n’t u tilize 
the Taft-Hartley Act was that it 


wou ld hav e cost a week’s prod u c­ 
tion while waiting for the fiv e-d ay 
period for a board of inq u iry to 
act and for a temporary in ju no 
tion in the cou rts. 


BUT MR. TRUMAN either d id n’t 
know or wasn’t told that he can 
ask for an inju nction against a 
threatened strike as well as an 
actu al strike and that he had 
plenty of time in ad v ance of a 
strike call to get a board appoint­ 
ed and an inju nction issu ed before 
there was any closing d own of 
fu rnaces. 
Mr. Tru man thu s d id cau se abou t 
933,000 terns to be lost, which can­ 
not be recov ered . He also set a 
bad preced ent, for if in the fu tu re 
the gov ernment waits till there is 
a strike in a key ind u stry and 
then resorts to seizu re, there is 
bou nd to be a su bstantial loss of 
prod u ction, as happened in steel 
this time. 
What will su ffer as a conse­ 
q u ence of the loss of nearly 1,000,- 
000 tons of steel? What projects 
now will hav e to be cu rtailed ? 
The gov ernment agencies which 
ration steel hav e been allocating 
the prod u ct for essential constru c­ 
tion only . There has been q u ite a 
controv ersy ov er the ad v erse ef­ 
fects alread y felt as a conseq u ence 
of the sev ere allocations. Bu t now 
the cou ntry has to tighten its belt 
still fu rther in ord er to d iv id e u p 
a lesser amou nt 'of steel. This 
situ ation the Presid ent cou ld read ­ 
ily hav e av oid ed . 
• . 
INCIDENTALLY, the careless­ 
ness of gov ernment officials in 
the hand ling of raw materials 
need ed for the d efense program is 
something abou t which the pu blic 
as a ru le has little knowled ge. For 
there hav e been in recent months 
since the Korean war broke ou t 
seriou s strikes in other key ind u s­ 
tries su ch as copper. Bu t no gov ­ 
ernment agency ascertains the ex ­ 
tent of the loss d u e to strikes and 
then makes that information pu b­ 
lic. 
Tile ad ministration confines It­ 
self only to information and propa­ 
gand a that d oesn’t reflect any d is­ 
cred it on the way it operates. The 
statistics abou t the lost steel for­ 
tu nately are av ailable from pri­ 
v ate sou rces, so the cou ntry can 
promptly hav e an id ea of what it 
means when a Presid ent play s pol­ 
itics and fails to u se the laws 
Congress gav e him to prev ent ju st 
su ch occu rrences.

This is one of the two times in 
each y ear when ev ery bod y d is­ 
satisfied with liv ing where he is 
d reams abou t his id eal. The oth­ 
er time is late su mmer, ju st be­ 
fore the kid s go back to school. 
The real estate bu siness is bu ilt 
on the premise that there is no 
accou nting for tastes. So is the 
hou se-trailer bu siness, as far as 
that’s concerned . Bu t in spring­ 
time it’s worth a little brood ing 
time which wou ld be wasted on 
something else any way to mu se 
abou t basic specifications. 
With few ex ceptions, all hu man 
beings u ltimately place a higher 
v alu e on space than any other 
single thing. 
This contrad icts 
the apparent trend toward high 
v alu e for capsu le liv ing q u arters; 
the catch is that “u ltimately !’ the 
v alu e changes. 
Sooner or later, ev ery one cov ets 
more space to liv e in. That is why 
there are parks in cities. It is why 
so many people d riv e ou t into the 
su bu rbs or the open cou ntry for 
relax ation. 
It is the basic appeal of a v a­ 
cation taken on a d u d e ranch. It 
ex plains why people go to the 
mou ntains when they want to rest 
u p, why Americans flock to Can­ 
ad a from Memorial Day to Labor 
Day , why they enjoy a v isit to 
the farm and why they ey e the 
v acant lot nex t d oor, if the price 
is right. 
In an economic sense, space is 
the basis of v alu e in bu ild ing. 
Ev ery thing is figu red ou t by ex ­ 
perts in cu bic-foot terms—so mu ch 
per cu bic foot to bu ild a new 
hou se, so mu ch per cu bic foot to 
remod el an old one. 
At the other ex treme, too mu ch 
space in a hou se becomes a nega­ 
tiv e v alu e. That is why mansions 
bu ilt in a d ay when materials and 
labor were relativ ely cheap can­ 
not be giv en away ; no one can 
afford to liv e in them any more. 
They are too big, and the grou nd s 
which go with them are too big. 
Bu t somewhere between the ef­ 
ficiency apartment and the spraw­ 
ling monu ment to opu lence is the 
gold en mean of not too mu ch and 
not too little. It is sou ght not only 
in terms of liv ing q u arters u nd er 
roof bu t space to mov e in ou tsid e 
the liv ing q u arters. 
In springtime, ou tsid e space is 
at a premiu m. In au tu mn, it goes 
at a d iscou nt, for the obv iou s rea­ 
son that ou tsid e space is a fair- 
weather asset. Bu t in a climate 
which prov id es sev en months of 
reasonably good weather and fou r 
months of ex cellent weather, ou t­ 
sid e space is important. 
Power lawn mowers and chem­ 
ical weed killers are making the 
u pkeep of space more feasible, 
fu rthermore. And as proof the fea­ 
sibility is becoming increasingly 
ev id ent to the masses it is neces­ 
sary only to note the stead y ex od u s 
of u rban popu lation to the su bu rbs. 


Moreov er, as the su bu rbs them­ 
selv es, begin to be ov ercrowd ed , 
the su bu rbanites who lacked fore­ 
sight to seq u ester the space they 
wanted are find ing new su bu rbs. 
An acrt is not too far from a 
gold en mean—an acre with trees, 
a stream, a good hou se, an en­ 
chanting v iew, fine neighbors, an 
improv ed road for access and a 
fair price. The hu nt is on! Lock 
u p the child ren and the d ogs. 
Things won’t be safe ou tsid e the 
city limits till winter comes and 
the space patrol holes u p for an­ 
other siege of bad weather.

Chil­ 
d ren in institu tions are ev en more 
likely to be ex posed than child ren 
in homes and therefore are especi­ 
ally in need of ex amination. 
Barbers can be helpfu l if they 
watch for any su ch cond itions of 
the scalp. Also they shou ld refrain 
from cu tting the hair of a child 
known to hav e, or su spected of 
hav ing, this ringworm infection. 
Skin specialists 
are 
seriou sly 
concerned abou t this 
problem. 
Parents can help enormou sly by 
being on the lookou t for any d is­ 
ease of the scalp and reporting it 
immed iately to the phy sician. 


Mrs. J. W. say s that her nine- 
y ear-old son has ringworm of the 
scalp and wishes to know some­ 
thing abou t it. This cond ition, also 
known as tinea capitis, is a fu ngu s 
infection, primar­ 
ily inv olv ing chil­ 
d ren, and often 
ru nning throu gh 
M 
a large nu mber of 
child ren in a sin­ 
gle school v erj 
rapid ly . 
As a ru le, the 
cond ition is first 
noticed by the ap- 
petarance of scat­ 
tered half-b a I d 
patches on the back or sid es of the 
head . These patches are scaly and 
the infected hair has a d u ll lu s­ 
ter and often breaks off short 
The 
root 
of 
the 
hair 
and 
that part of the hair which is 
close to the scalp is generally in­ 
v olv ed . 
Special 
eq u ipment is 
necessary to make a d iagnosis. A 
light, which consists of u ltra-v iolet 
ray s filtered throu gh a special ty pe 
of glass is u sed and ex amination 
mu st be carried ou t in a d arkened 
room. 
The infected hair u su ally giv es 
a bright glow u nd er this special 
light. There are also some other 
tests, su ch as looking at the hairs 
or scrapings from the scalp u n­ 
d er the microscope. 
Treatment is not easy bu t u su ­ 
ally is su ccessfu l in time. Unfor­
